Studio D, the women's studio at the 
National Film Board of Canada, is the 
first department to suffer from govern- 
ment cutbacks and the Internal 
redistribution of funds. 

During its 12 years of operation, 
Studio D has not only won two 
Academy Awards, for I'll Find a Way 
(1970), and If You Love This Planet 
(1982), but has produced the NFB's 
two most popular films, Not a Love 
Story and, again, If You Love This 
Planet. 

This year, however, Studio D will not 
be producing. When asked what films 
are currently available, Linda Paris, of 
the NFB Women's* Program said, 
"Nothing. We have no money." There 
are no resources for research, 
shooting or production. 

Barbara James, Acting Executive 
Producer of Studio D, confirmed, "It's 
true that no new programming will hap- 
pen this year. There will be a general 
slowdown and a freeze on work In pro- 
gress. We are not sufficiently funded." 

"Studio D is the strongest card the 
NFB has. But It is not being played," 
said Kathleen Shannon in the October 
issue of Cinema Canada Magazine. 
Shannon recently resigned as Ex- 
ecutive Producer of the Studio, after 
having established the only women 
filmmakers' studio In North America. 

NFB's allocation of funds for English 
programming is decided internally. 
Four years ago Studio D received 10 
per cent of available funding. For the 
past three years the Women’s Pro- 
gram has received only six to seven 
per cent. The priorities have changed. 



Anne Vautier, Public Relations Of- 
ficer at NFB, disagrees that Studio D 
is being treated unfairly. "The Film 
Board allocates funds to the regions 
across Canada. The stated policy is to 
make the Film Board more open na- 
tionwide. The commitment is to have 
films made across the country," said 
Vautier. 

Previously, 70 per cent of available 
funds remained at NFB's head- 
quarters in Montréal, where Studio D is 
based. Now, in addition to a $1.6 
million overall cutback at the NFB, the 



headquarters receives only 58 per cent 
of the total, which means further cuts 
at Studio D. 

However fair this redistribution may 
be for filmmakers in other regions, it is 
happening without adequate con- 
sideration for the future of women's 
programming. "The thing is, that what 
women do gets buried,” said Shan- 
non. \ \ 



"We are constantly discredited." 

"Studio D is definitely in the worst 
position it's ever been in,” said James. 

Women’s groups have already 
begun to express their outrage at the 
uncertain future of women’s film in 
Canada. And, says Barbara James, it 
is this public pressure that is essential 
in encouraging appropriate funding for 
Studio D. 
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Council upholds brief )■ 
ignores students petition

On the evening of October 18th, Ar- 
tists for Tools for Peace will be 
holding a benefit on Boulevard St. 
Laurent. Artists for Tools lor Peace are 
a loosely organized association of 
Montréal artists who have affiliated 
themselves with Tools for Peace, a na- 
tional organization which sends 
material aid to Nicaragua. 

The main objective of this campaign 
Is to collect art supplies for Nicaraguan 
artists, school children and members 
of cultural centres. The idea originated 
with Artifact, a group of Montréal 
women who came together to paint 
murals in Nicaragua. Upon returning, 
they contacted Tools for Peace and 
together designed the project. 

The need for the campaign is ex- 
plained by Gail Dalgleish, coordinator 
for the Montréal Tools lor Peace 
warehouse: "Nicaragua is still produc- 
ing artists regardless of the lack of 
available materials, regardless of the 
American trade embargo." 

This, she states, is demonstrative of 
the importance attributed to artistic 
creation by Nicaraguan people: "Art is 
a very important part of Nicaraguan 
culture. Nicaraguans feel about artists 
the way Canadians feel about hockey 
players." 

Artists for Tools for Peace are asking 
for several specific items: brushes, 
vinyl paint in large cans, fabrics, guitar 
strings, pencils, crayons and paper. All 
materials must be new and can be 
dropped off, after October 18th at 
Galerie Oboro (3891 St. Laurent, 4th 
floor) from Wednesday to Sunday bet- 
ween 13h00 and 17h00. The fun- 
draiser, which begins at 20h30, will be 
held in the same building. Cash dona- 
tions are also welcome.

Yesterday, Students' Society decid- 
ed to disregard a petition signed by 
1592 McGill students, and persist in 
their support of a tuition levy of up to 
$2500 by the year 1 990. 

Carlene Gardner, Club Represen- 
tative to Council, presented a motion 
asking for Students Society of McGII 
Universtiy (SSMU) to oppose tuition in- 
creases. The motion was accom- 
panied by a supporting petition, and 
letters from the McGill Law Students 
Association and the Concordia Univer- 
sity Students' Association (CUSA). 

Gardner's motion to oppose tuition 
fee Increases was ammendod to "a 
non-motion" and passed by a vote of 
13 for and 6 against. 

The motion passed by council read: 
"be it resolved that the VP External bo 
mandated to oppose all tuition fee in- 
creases which are not accompanied by 
tho conditions In the SSMU/MAUT 
brief." The SSMU/MAUT brief pro- 
poses an increase to $2500. 



Gardner, who voted against the am- 
mended motion, said, "This doesn't 
change anything. It says we will sup- 
port the brief." 

Randy Flemings, Student Senator, 
spoke in opposition to the motion, say- 
ing, "1 think accesibility Is being 
seriously threatened by this brief. We 
are giving away a lot of gains our 
predecessors have worked damn hard 
for." 

SSMU VP External Ian Brodie, 
defending the brief, countered, "Our 
first concern with this brief was ac- 
cesiblllty.” 

Gardner reminded council of the 
survey of CEGEP and University 
students, commissioned by the Univer- 
sity of Montréal Students' Association 
that stated that 27,000 students would 
drop out if tuition foes were to double. 
She added, "We need to bring our 
stand Into line with student opinion." 

Karon Tacacs, Co-President of 
CUSA, warned of the implications of 
advocating such a large tuition in- 
crease. "They (the government) will 



love it. These recommendations will af- 
fect everyone," Tacacs continued, 
"This increase won’t wipe out the 
deficit dnd you won't Increase the 
quality of education." 

Brodie told council that the tuition 
freeze, in effect since the late 1960's, 
had been "dramatically successful in 
achelving accessible education." He 
Insisted that the brief would not cause 
students to leave school by the 
thousands, as the U of M survey 
predicts. “Our brief was written to 
guarantee that this would not 
happen," said Brodie. 

François Longprô, representative 
from Law, In opposition to the brief, 
said, "It is very dangerous for McGill to 
break solidarity with the rest of Quebec 
students on this issue." 

McGill Students Society's brief is 
unique in its endorsement of tuition fee 
increases. 

Brodie will present the brief to the 
Gratton Commission on Education in 
Quebec City on October 14th. 
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Free trade in 
literature

Jack McClelland, the "Dean" of 
Canadian publishers, links the survival 
of Canadian literature to the failure of 
Free Trade talks with the United 
States. He prefaced his talk at a panel 
discussion at McGill last Saturday by 
saying, "The future of Canadian 
Literature depends on the future of 
Canada." 

Along with McClelland, Tho Future of 
Canadian Literature discussion includ- 
ed on its panel: an aging Hugh 
MacLennan, noted Canadian author; 
an articulate Lorraine York, Professor 
of English; and Peter O'Brian, Cana- 
dian literature studont and oditor of 



McGill's Rubicon. 

McClelland's speech was not so 
much a 'state of tho union' appraisal of 
Canadian Literature as it was a 
harangue on tho evils of Free Trade 
talks, which in McClelland's words, are 
"a stupid, stupid mistake.” 

"We (Canada) do $164 billion worth 
of business with the U.S. and we have 
a $20 billion trade surplus," Mc- 
Clelland explained. 

"If the elephant and the mouse gel 
together," he asked, "what do you 
think the elephant is going to say to tho 
mouse about tho mouse's 20 billion 
dollar surplus?" Ten years ago, Mc- 
Clelland argued, "tho president of tho

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Sonia brings 
life to Montréal

I've had a long-standing prejudice 
that most films made by, for, or about 
Canadians are usually either wildlife 
documentaries or bargaln-basoment 
drama. The National Film Board logo 
on the announcement for Paule 
Baillargeon's Son/a probably should 
have warned me that I was in for an 
education. 

This is an excellent film, dealing with 
a human problem in an undisguisedly 
Canadian setting: Montréal. For a 
change, our city is not dressed up in 
American or any generic big-city 
clothing. Down to the wrought-iron 
balconies, the ‘franglais’, familiar 
downtown streets, and a shot of the 
auctions on cable TV, the unique flavor 
of Montréal comes through in the en- 
tire 75 minutes the film runs. Even the 
actors' faces look familiar; these are 
not New Yorkers, LA-ltes, or even 
Torontonians. They come right off the 
sidewalks of this city. 

Add to this some excellent acting, a 
sensitive script, and moments of In- 
spired Imagery and you have a film 
that is well worth the trek into the East 
End. 

Sonia is about a successful, outgo- 
ing artist and teacher who discovers 
she has Alzheimer's- an incurable 
brain disease that starts with a few 




mild memory lapses and progresses 
inevitably towards senility, and even 
tually death. 

Kim Yaroshevskaya plays the part of 
a woman who must come to grips with 
the fact that she is literally losing her 
mind. Baillargeon herself puts in a 
heartfelt performance as the daughter, 
Roxanne, who faces a dilemma of her 
own as her mother slowly loses the 
ability to take care of herself. 

Yaroshevskaya, as Sonia, manages 
to retain her character’s humanity 
even as she slips into childlike 
catatonia; In one scene we see her like 
a five-year-old sobbing helplessly into 
her daughter's shoulder, demanding 
some kind of assurance that she's fine 
and that It will all come out alright. 
Roxanne finds herself switching roles, 
mothering Sonia more and more 
towards the end of the film. 

The viewer is faced with three fun- 
damental questions: what is it like to 
feel you are losing control of your 
mind? What Is It like to lose someone 
you love to a disease that reduces 
them to a babbling infant? And, at what 
point can you let go of her hand and 
get on with your own life? 

Creative filming, interesting sets, 
and a touch of surrealist Imagery — as 
Sonia's mind starts playing tricks on 
her— make this film as visually absor- 
bing as It Is emotional. Baillargeon Is 



not afraid to let the images speak for 
themselves. She uses silence liberally 
in Important moments. Sometimes the 
characters say nothing out loud, but 
their thoughts In voice-over provide a 
kind of private subtitling for the 
viewers. 

As Sonia regresses, even her 
posture, as she curls up In a chair 
eating marshmallow cookies, has 
visual impact on the viewer. 
Baillargeon Invites us to experience a 
human tragedy both within Sonia's 
mind and in the minds of those around

In her talk last Thursday, Getting 
There: Virginia Woolle and Railways, 
Rachol Bowlby applied the metaphor 
of travel to contemporary feminist 
theory. 

Bowlby herself had travelled far to 
bo the first in a series of guost 
speakers sponsored by the English 
Department. She teaches in tho 
Department of Cultural and Communi- 
ty Studies at the University of Sussex. 
This interdisciplinary program makes 
full use of Bowlby's impressive 
background: a Oxford B.A., a PhD In 
Complit from Yale, and a book called 
Just Looking: Consumer Culture in 
Dreiser, Gisslng and Zola. She is now 
writing another book on Virginia Woolf 
for a series edited by Terry Eagleton. 

Bowlby feels uneasy about the cur- 
rent tendency in feminist literary 
scholarship to divide into camps and 
cast nervous glances at the opposi- 
tion. Such polemic reduces the com- 
plexities of the issue, she says. To 
demonstrate her point, Bowlby em- 
phasized Woolf's ambiguous status as 
both canonical and subversive; she is 
praised alike by radical feminists and 
the more traditional literary scholars. 

Bowlby showed how Woolf's imago 
of the railway carriage could be read 
as an allegory for tho author's move- 
ment beyond realist conventions. 

Updating her metaphor, Bowlby also 
expressed "flight reservations" over 
the divide between the Anglo- 
American and French feminist 
theorists. As with Woolf criticism, a 
polarization Ignores the significant 
middle ground. The popular concep- 
tion is that the French are concerned 
with apolitical and ahistorical linguistic 
analysis of the text, while the Anglo- 
American revisionary project is to 
recover the women's silenced voice. 

Typically then the French are seen 
as avant-garde and the Americans as 
retaining outdated humanistic 
assumptions. Bowlby criticizes this 
neat division for missing the crucial 
overlap between the two continents. 

In an open discussion the morning 
after the talk, topics ranged from the 
distinction between pornography and 
eroticism to advertising and consumer 
society. The opportunity to exchange 
Ideas with someone as attentive and 
trenchant as Rachel Bowlby was a 
valuable addition to the formal lecture. 

From railways to reservations 
Bowlby grounded feminist theory for 
many McGill students. In "getting 
there” Bowlby showed that to travel Is 
better than to arrive. 
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Nivek: No. When Test Department were over 
in Vancouver their manager wanted to ar- 
range some warehouse shows (or us in the 
U.K. so we did have the chance. The only 
problem is that we have about 17 dates in a 
row and if it’s anything like it is now it's going 
to be very difficult.

We 
maintain total control and all they do is 
distribute our records and do a much better 
job than Nettwork ever could. 

Duane: We still manufacture the records, 
then sell them to Capitol — we press it and 
everything so we can do anything we want. 
CRSG: I called Kevin at Brave New Waves 
lor some bio information on you guys — and 
they'd lost your file, (laughter) 

Nivek: That's good in a sense. We like to 
kind of isolate ourselves from the sound. 
What it is is music, and how it's presented: it 
doesn’t matter where we como from, who we 
are... 

Daily: To what extent does It not matter? 
Kevin: Well we're Canadian but that's not the 
point we're trying to make.

It’s a record launching without a record. 
Deja Voodoo's new album 'Swamp of Love 
'would have been ready, but, as vood-dudo 
Gerard Van Herk succinctly put it, "it's being 
pressed at CBS and they lucked up so it's 
not here." 

Record jackets are there, but empty. In- 
stead, a demo tape is available for ersatz stu- 
dent journalist keener typos. It's a strong 
album, with some pure minimalist fun like 
'Let's Mambo,' and 'Dead, daddy, dead’. It's 
true — Gerard is almost singing on these 
tunes (the key word here is 'almost') and the 
rhythms are noticeably more syncopated and 
swinging. 

The album is no great departure from 
previous Voodoo vinyl; the bizarre humour ol 
the lyrics keeps it moving whore complexity 
and sophisticated production sure won't — 
but that's the point. 

The launching was a good party. The 
Midwest Jug Band (Al's his name) opened 
the show with an amazing wash-tub rap. The 
Voods did a great show, and the audience is 
enthusiastic, with the new material gathering 
much applause, if not much singing-along 
(except where the words aro obvious). Chris 
Houston, playing between Voodoo sets, was 
well received. Though, anyone wearing a 
baseball hat on stage doesn't deserve too 
much praise. 

During a break, we talked to the vood- 
people.

ing how pooplo are gonna dig it, and stuff like 
that. We don't worry too much about it. 
Tony: Wo just do tho tunes, really. 

Gerard: I just have this imago of somo Deja 
Voodoo fan out there who's sort of a com- 
posite of about a dozen people wo know, and 
think about whethor they'll dig it. ..if we're 
having fun, then it comes off O.K. 

Daily: So is this album any different than tho 
last one? 

Tony: Yeah, tho sound is different.

Gerard: Out ol 22 songs, 13 or 14 are bluos, 
of one kind or another — and a little bit of 60s 
bubblegum stuff, etcetera.

"That's choice," said McClelland. 

Hugh MacLennan made three points 
after Jack McClelland’s anecdotal 
speech. The first point dealt with the 
auditorium. "I once had a class of 400 
hundred students in here," MacLen- 
nan explained, “and the Public Ad- 
dress system was always on tho blink. 
One day I drifted out of the speakers 
and loud rock music drifted in." 

MacLennan’s second point had to 
do with Canadian identity. Ho said he 
had been trying for 60 years to identify 
the common denominator that bound 
all Canadians together. "Tho only 
answer I've been ablo to come up with, 
is that we’re all descended from losing 
ethnic groups," he mused. 

Finally, MacLennan recounted a trip 
he had made to speak at The Cana- 
dian Club in Toronto. He told 
Saturday's rapt audience what he had 
told tho members of the Canadian 
Club years beforo: "If four strong men 
were pounding a huge spike into tho 
head of an Ontarian, he would say, 
about ten minutes later, 'This hurts.’” 

MacLennan spoke not in a pe- 
jorative senso, but contended: "That is 
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their strength." 

The student on the panel, Peter 
O'Brian, stressed the world-class 
stature of Canadian Literature. He was 
optimistic in his hope that the Cana- 
dian literary community would come to 
feel secure at the international level, 
and not threatened. O'Brian backed up 
his argument with the news that both 
an Australian and a Scottish literary 
journal have recently devoted special 
feature issues to Canadian Literature. 

"When The Globe and Mail prints an 
article about the fact that Margaret At- 
wood and Robertson Davies have 
been nominated for the prestigious 
British Booker prizo, why don't they tell 
us who the other three non-Canadians 
are who were also nominated for the 
prize?" O'Brian asked. 

Professor York urged that Canadian 
literature must be seen as integral to 
all Canadian university English depart- 
ments if it is to develop in tho future. 
When York was questioned by a 
member of the audience as to why she 
thought university teachers have the 
seminal role in developing Canadian 
literature instead of young writers, she

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Released 
prisoner on 

South Africa

On Thursday October 16th, two 
weeks from now, Denis Goldberg, a 
noted South African anti-Apartheid ac- 
tivist, will be speaking at a press con- 
ference presented by the International 
Defense and Aid Fund for Southern 
Africa, and the African National Con- 
gress. 

Denis Goldberg was born to parents 
who were lifelong political activists. In 
1955, he founded the Congress of 
Democrats (C.O.D), which attempted 
to initiate political change throughout 
South Africa, and set up a democratic 
system based on universal franchise. 

The year 1960 saw the banning of 
the African National Congress (ANC), 
the primary liberation organization In 
South Africa. When the ANC formed a 
military wing In 1961, Umkhoto We 
Sizwe, Goldberg became a membor of 
its High Command. 

In 1963, the loaders ot the ANC were 
meeting in Riveonia, a place in Johan- 
nesburg, when thoy were arrested and 
charged with conspiring to overthrow 
the South African Government through 
armed revolution. Among those pre- 
sent were Goldberg, Nelson Mandela, 
Govan Bek, Walter Sisulu and Ray- 
mond Mhalaba. 

In 1964, they were all sentenced to 
life imprisonment on Robben Island. 

According to Chengiay Ragaven, a 
South African political prisoner, the 
ANC regrouped quickly. "We 
regrouped outside and set up an exter- 
nal mission in Tanzania with the aim of 
setting up a government in exile." 

While Goldberg was in prison, he 
brought a charge against the police 
over poor conditions in his prison. He 
was punished by being transferred to 
Pretoria Maximum Security Prison and 
put in solitary confinement. 

In 1983, the South African Govern- 
ment offered to release the Rivonia 
prisoners if they renounced violence. 
Goldberg did so, on paper, but accor- 
ding to Ragaven, Goldberg felt he had 
no moral obligation to comply wiht a 
promise made under duress. He was 
then exiled and went to live in London. 

"Those who have any doubts as to 
what kind of government the South 
African government is should come 
and educate themselves," said 
Ragaven. 

"It is very important because Denis 
is out of prison and also Canadians 
have taken a strong stand on sanc- 
tions, so they should definitely come 
and hear Denis speak," he concluded.

McClelland stressed that Canadians 
have a choice to make about Free 
Trade. He illustrated this point with a 
story: "When a young boy who went to 
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McClelland at panel forum 



his grandfather's farm for the summe 
was told to report that the big bull 'sur 
prised' the brown cow, he entered tht 
parlour and in front of his grand 
mother's tea guests said: 'Grandpa, 
the bull sure as hell surprised the 



brown cow, and now he's fucking the 
black one. 

"That's choice," said McClelland. 

Hugh MacLennan made three points 
after Jack McClelland's anecdotal 
speech. The first point dealt with the 
auditorium. "I once had a class of 400 
hundred students in here," MacLen- 
nan explained, "and the Public Ad- 
dress system was always on the blink. 
One day I drifted out of the speakers 
and loud rock music drifted in." 

MacLennan’s second point had to 
do with Canadian idontity. He said he 
had been trying for 60 years to identify 
the common denominator that bound 
all Canadians together. "The only 
answer I’ve been ablo to come up with, 
is that we're all descended from losing 
ethnic groups," he musod. 

Finally, MacLennan recounted a trip 
he had made to speak at The Cana- 
dian Club in Toronto. He told 
Saturday's rapt audience what he had 
told the members of the Canadian 
Club years before: "If four strong men 
were pounding a huge spike into tho 
head of an Ontarian, he would say, 
about ten minutes later, 'This hurts.'" 

MacLennan spoke not in a pa- 
jorative sense, but contended: "That is 



their strength." 

The student on the panel, Peter 
O'Brian, stressed the world-class 
stature of Canadian Literature. He was 
optimistic in his hope that the Cana- 
dian literary community would come to 
feel secure at the international level, 
and not threatened. O'Brian backed up 
his argument with the news that both 
an Australian and a Scottish literary 
journal have recently devoted special 
feature issues to Canadian Literature. 

"When The Globo and Mail prints an 
article about the fact that Margaret At- 
wood and Robertson Davies havo 
been nominated for the prestigious 
British Booker prize, why don't they tell 
us who the other three non-Canadians 
are who were also nominated for the 
prize?" O'Brian asked. 

Professor York urged that Canadian 
literature must be seen as integral to 
all Canadian university English depart- 
ments if it is to develop in tho future. 
When York was questioned by a 
member of tho audience as to why she 
thought university teachers have the 
seminal role in developing Canadian 
literature instead of young writers, she 
responded, "I make no distinction bet- 
ween writing CanLit and teaching it. 



"Too many professors are just in- 
terested In their own critical writing, 
and not interested enough in the 
young Canadian writers around them. 

"Maybe it’s time for those pro- 
fessors to come out of their offices 
when there is a Canadian author 
visiting down tho hall, and maybe it's 
time to push reading and to ask 
ourselves just exactly what it means to 
teach," York said. 

"You know," said McClelland, lean- 
ing toward the optimistic applause 
caused by York's answer, "Canada i c 
i nation of poets." 



Released 
prisoner on 

South Africa

On Thursday October 16th, two 
weeks from now, Denis Goldberg, a 
noted South African anti-Apartheid ac- 
tivist, will be speaking at a press con- 
ference presented by the International 
Defense and Aid Fund for Southern 
Africa, and the African National Con- 
gress. 

Denis Goldberg was born to parents 
who were lifelong political activists. In 
1955, he founded the Congress of 
Democrats (C.O.D), which attempted 
to Initiate political change throughout 
South Africa, and set up a democratic 
system based on universal franchise. 

The year 1960 saw the banning of 
the African National Congress (ANC), 
the primary liberation organization In 
South Africa. When the ANC formed a 
military wing in 1961, Umkhoto We 
Sizwe, Goldberg became a member of 
its High Command. 

In 1 963, the leaders of the ANC were 
meeting In Riveonla, a place in Johan- 
nesburg, when they were arrested and 
charged with conspiring to overthrow 
the South African Government through 
armed revolution. Among those pre- 
sent were Goldberg, Nelson Mandela, 
Govan Bek, Walter Sisulu and Ray- 
mond Mhalaba. 

In 1964, they were all sentenced to 
life imprisonment on Robben Island. 

According to Chengiay Ragaven, a 
South African political prisoner, the 
ANC regrouped quickly. "We 
regrouped outside and set up an exter- 
nal mission In Tanzania with the aim of 
setting up a government In exile.” 

While Goldberg was In prison, he 
brought a charge against the police 
over poor conditions in his prison. He 
was punished by being transferred to 
Pretoria Maximum Security Prison and 
put in solitary confinement. 

In 1983, the South African Govern- 
ment offered to release the Rivonia 
prisoners if they renounced violence. 
Goldberg did so, on paper, but accor- 
ding to Ragaven, Goldberg felt he had 
no moral obligation to comply wiht a 
promise made under duress. He was 
then exiled and went to live in London. 

"Those who have any doubts as to 
what kind of government the South 
African government is should come 
and educate themselves," said 
Ragaven. 

"It is very Important because Denis 
is out of prison and also Canadians 
have taken a strong stand on sanc- 
tions, so thoy should definitely come 
and hear Denis spoak," ho concluded.
